The charge, it is said, will be forgery 
based on the cashing of a check for 
$359. drawn by the cashier of the New 
York postoffice in favor of) Henry L. 
Lorenz. of Toledo, Ohio. Mr. Lorenz has 
declared that the signatures both on the 
«heck and voucher accompanying it are 
forgeries. He declares that he has not 
received a cent of the money and has 
no knowledge of the transaction. 

The forgery with which Mr, Machen ts 
charged is alleged to have occurred in 
1894, when Henry L. Lorenz, as a com- 
missioner of the court of claims, was en- 
gaged in adjusting the claims of letter 
carriers. The check on which Machen 
is accused of indorsing Lorenz's. name 
was issued on a voucher drawn on the 
postmaster at New York. As Mr. Lo- 
renz was going away on a confidential 
mission, a request was made that the 
cash should be sent to Mr. Machen to 
be delivered to Lorenz. On account of 
irregularities on the voucher the check 
Was sent Instead and this check, bearing 
Lorenz's endorsement, was cashed at a 
bank In this city.

Charged With Attempting To Let 


Government Printing Contract 
to Company Which Em- 
ployed His Son—Not 
Lowest Bidder. 


Washington, June 17.—As a result of ai 
leged indiscretion in matters ‘pertaining 
to the award of contracts for printing, 
the money order forms of the govern- 
ment, James T, Metcalf, for many years 
superintendent of the money order sys- 
tem of the postoffice department, today 
was removed from office by the post- 
master general. . 

A full investigation of the case will 
be made later. The dismissal] is the re- 
sult of acts of Mr. Metcalf in opposition 
to the bid of Paul Herman, of Ruther- 
ford, N. J., the lowest bidder by $45,000, 
and in favor of the next highest bidder, 
the Wynkoop-Hallenbeck-Crawford Com- 
pany, of New York, of which Mr. Met- 
calf’s son {s an employee. 

The story is briefly told in the letter of 
dismissal, signed by Postmaster General 
Payne, which says: 

“The charges upon which your removal 
is based relate to your actions in the 
matter of the letting of the contract 


for money order forms. These charges 
were made known to you this morning, 
and a transcript of your answer thereto 
is inclosed herewith. 

“It appears from your answer that 
when the proposals of the different com- 
petitors for the contract for supplying 
money order forms were opened, Pau! 
Herman, of Rutherford, N. 3. (formerly 
employed as foreman by the Wynkoop- 
Hallenbeck-Crawford Company. of New 
York, by which company, it seems, your 
son is also employed), was found to be 
the lowest bidder, his proposal being $45,- 
000 below that of the next highest bidder, 
namely, the Wynkoop-Hallenbeck-Craw- 
ford Company;-that the bid of Mr. Her- 
many as submitted, was regular tw form. 
and that .he had deposited, a certified 
check for $5,000 a8 a forfeit. It further 
appears that within a day or two the 
Wynkoop-Hallenbeck-Crawford Company 
flied a protest against awarding the con- 
tract to Herman, alleging that he was 
not financially responsible; that a short 
time thereafter Mr. Herman called at 
your office and you advised him to with- 
draw his bid and reenter the employ of 
the Wynkoop-Halienbeck-Crawford Com- 
pany, understanding at the time that 
such withdrawal would resus in the con- 
tract being awarded to said company, 
and consequently in a loss to the govern- 
ment; that you offered to write, and did 
write, a’ letter to said company, appriz- 
ing it of your interview with Herman 
and using your good offices in his behalf; 
that you advised Herman that his $5,000 
deposit would probably’ be returned to 
him if he adopted your suggestiom It 
further appears that you regarded Mr. 
Herman as possessing the mechanical 
qualifications requisite to the proper per- 
formance of the contract, and that it 
was not any part of your*‘duty to pass 
upon the question of his responsibility, 
financial or otherwise. It further ap- 
pears that a hearing has been had before 
General Wynne upon the question of the 
financial responsibility of Mr. Herman, 
al@itough it has developed, since the sub- 
mission of your answer this mérning, 
that you discouraged the granting of 
such.a hearing and manifested a desire 
that the contract be awvrded to the 
Wynkoop - Hallenbeck - Crawford Com- 


pany.” 
Payne Very Much Affected. 


Postmaster General Payne, in announc- 
ing his action, stated that there was no 
charge that Mr. Metcalf had done any~- 
thing that is amenable to the law, but 
said that his conduct was 4 serious indis- 
cretion that could not be overlooked. Mr. 
Metcalf. he said, always has been con- 
sidered a faithful, effictent, pains-taking 
and honest employee. The postmaster 
general, on his arrival at the department 
today, sent for Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General Bristow, and Assistant 
Attorney General Robb, and after detail- 
ing the information that had reached him 
regarding the money order printing bids, 
instructed them to send for Mr. Metcalf 
and immediately investigate the case. 

The two gentlemen named with In- 
spector Fosnes thereupon examined Mr. 
Metcalf closely for two hours, and he, it 
is stated, corroborated the facts stated 
in the letter of dismissal. The post- 
master general later conferred with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt regarding the case, and 
the order of dismissal followed. 

Mr. Payne's voice trembled with emo- 
tion as he announced the dismissal’ to 
the newspaper men late this afternoon. 
He said it had become his duty to make 
the removal and was a step which he 
could not avoid in the proper discharge 
of his duties. 

Mr. Metcalf originally was appointed 
from Iowa, and has been in the posta! 
service since 1882. His salary was $3,000 
a year. 

The Wynkoop - Hallenbeck - Crawford 
Company has been the contractor for the 
money order blanks for sixteen years. 
Paul Herman, the lowest bidder for the 
next contract, formerly was in the em- 
Ploy of that company, as also is Norman 
Metcalf, the 27-year-old son of the de- 
posed superintendént, who now draws a 
salary) of $2,260 from the company. 

Herman Played Sharp Trick. 


Herman assisted in the drawing of the 
specifications for the contract, and when 
the bids were opened it was found that 
Herman had become a competitor of the 
old company, undercutting their bid by 
about. $4,000. The company protested 
against Herman's bid on the ground that 
he lacked. the facilities for doing the 
work, and Herman asked for a hearing, 
which First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wynne gave last Monday.

On November 20, 1897, the first assistant 
postmaster general authorized an allow- 
ance of $600 per annum for his appoint- 
ment as laborer, stating that the free de- 
livery division would also allow $2 per 
day to cover car fare and incidental ex- 
penses. Smith drew pay from November 
23, 1887, to November 30, 1898, making his 
compensation for one year approximately 
$1,248.60. The inspector reports ‘'no one 
has certified to the actual time Snith was 
employed, nor has any statement been 
attached to his pay vouchers showing 
what particular sepvice he rendered. He 
was continued in the dual capacity of 
clerk and mechanic until April 1, 1899, 
when he Was promoted to be finance clerk 
at $1,700 per annum.’ The inspector says 
he knows of no authority of law for his 
appointment or promotion. 

Attention is next called by the inspec- 
tor to certain vouchers authorized to ve

Original Charges of Julloch. 

The original charges of Mr. Tulloch, 
made to Postmaster General Smith, and 
the conclusions reached ty Mr. Smith in 
his report on them, follow “practically 
publications recently printed. Mr. Smith 
Says that the payment of bonds of mili- 
tary postal clerks by the government was 
in order to protect Postmaster Willett 
and his sureties when the service was or- 
ganized.

Smith, former Postmaster General Smith 
says it was the opinion of the department 
that any employee receiving $2,500 or less 
could be paid.compensation on two dif- 
ferent rolis. Concerning the Vouchers for 
expenses of Beavers, Heath and others, 
Mr. Smith says that the vouchers were 
furnished where possible, and the entire 
account regularly sworn to.

Addresses Made and Responses 
Thereto—Convention Gets Down 
to Businese—Committee on 
Credentials Makes Its 
Report.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—The 


Georgia Federation of Labor convened in | 


its fifth annual session in: the city hall 
this morning with some two hundred 
delegates in attendance. 3 
The federation as a body made a most 
excellent showing, being above the aver- 
age in point of intelligence and physical 
appearance. On the floor were printers, 
machinists, refail clerks, car workers, 
electricians, brewers, bartenders, railway 
trainmen, carpenters, glass workers, saw 
mill men, leather workers, stone cutters 
and followers of all lines by which daily 
bread is .earned. Representatives from 
branches in which women work were 
given seats on the floor. 


Mayor Smith’s Address. 

It was 10 o'clock when President Avant, 
of the Macon Central Labor Union, called 
the convention to order and presented 
Mayor Smith, to whom had been as- 
signed the duty of extending a welcome 
to the visiting delegates. Mayor Smith 
is a member of the Macon Typographical 
Union and found himself in good form 
when he arose to give the giad hand to 


the visitors. Among other things Mayor 
Smith said: , 


“It falls to my happy lot, as ‘the head 
of the city government, to give you greet- 
ing and extend a welcome to Macon. 

“This is one of my duties, and I am 
free to confess that it is seldom that i: 
is performed with more sincere pleasure 
than on this .eccasion. 

“When I say that I welcome you, gen- 
tlemen, be assured there is no uncertain- 
ty as to my meaning it. It is true thag 
when I welcomed Admiral Dewey, fresh 
from Manila bay and his victories, I 
experienced a patriotic thrill, and there 
have been other occasions when a cer- 
tain amount of pleasure was mixed up 
with the customary greeting, but there 
is a genuine happiness springing from 
today’s occasion, because I am one of 
you.

| Knowledge that’Wwe &re only asking for 
equal rights in these matters and: do not 
want anything that is unjust to others. 
| At first the friends of labor were few and 
far between, but by persistent and intelhi- 
gent work friends have been made in all 
sections and the outlook is bright for or- 
genized labor to get some of the good 
things asked for at the hands of the Geor- 
gia legislature. One of the most impor- 
tant measures now before the legisiature, 
and one in which we feel the most intense 
interest, is the one introduced by your 
own secretary, Hon. C. C. Houston, to 
prevent the working of children of tender 
years in the workshops and factories of 
the state, commonly known as the ‘‘child 
labor bill.’’ Every effort should be made 
by this convention to secure the passage 
of this measure and if the right kind of 
work is put forth the successful finish of 
the matter is assured. 

"There are several other labor measures 
before the legislature of interest to the 
federation which should be looked after, 
among them being what’ are known as the 
“double-header’ and ‘full crew’’ bills. 
Your legislative committee will probably 
give you the present status of these bills 
in thejr report, therefore, I wil] not dwell 
further upon the subject. 

“The operatives in the cotton mills of 
the state compose a large class of our citi- 
zens and should be looked after with a 
greater interest than has been displayed 
heretofore. Mills are now being erected 
in all sections of the state and the de- 
mand for factory labor is almost depopu- 
lating the farms, and the early age at 
which the childrep are being put to work 
in these mills completely denies them the 
privilege of a rudimentary education—a 
God-given privilege to which every one 
should be entitled. I believe the remedy 
for this condition lies in the organization 
of these people and a campaign of agita- 
tion and education should be carried on 
among them wyntil the desired goal is 
reached.

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Committe on Charter Revision 


Will Meet This Morning 


‘Will Hear Report from Its Subcom- 
mittee, Which Is Said To Be a 
Very Interesting Document 


With Several Surprises 
In It. 


Conclusions have been reached by the 
Sub-committee of the new charter revi- 
sion committee and a definite and unan- 
imous report will be made to the commit- 
tee of fifteen in the office of Mayor How- 
ell this morning at 10 o'clock. 

The report of the sub-committee, of 
which Judge John L. Hopkins is chair- 
man, was decided upon during executive 
Setsions which continued during the ma- 
jor portion of yesterday, and the na- 
ture of it has been withheld from the 
public as far as. possible, the reason be- 
ing, it is safi, that members of the sub- 
committee are of the belief that the ef- 
féct of publishing the report would be 
to put to work those who are interested 
in the question of charter revision in an 
endeavor to secure its defeat before the 
committee this morning. 

The sub-committee is 
Judge John L. Hopkins, Judge George 
Hillyer and Councitman W. H. Terrell. 
Two meetings were held yesterday, one 
during the morning and another during 
the afternoon. 

The committee had two charters to con- 

sider, one written by the committee of 
ferty-nine, of which Judge Hillyer is 
chairman, and the other written by the 
council committee of last year, of which 
Councilman James IL. Key is chairman. 
It was the duty of the committee to at- 
tempt to reconcile the differences between 
these two charters. 
* Although members of the committee de- 
celine to be quoted upon the nature of the 
report that will be made this morning 
to the commi..ee of fifteen, of which 
Mayor Howell is chairman, it is under- 
stood from a highly reliable source that 
the unanimous report of the sub-commit- 
tee will lean more decidedly towards the 
ideas in the report of the committee of 
forty-nine than it will to the charter of 
council’s committee. The principal ideas 
in the former charter are recommended, 
it issaid, for insertion fn the charter that 
Is now to be written, while several of 
those in the charter written by council's 
committee are rejected.

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How-the Contest for Mayor- 
-“alty of Bellton Has 
Ended. 


Gainesville, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)— 
It is not often that both parties to a sult 
lose when applying to the courts for 
justice, but this has been true in the 
case of R. F. Quillian and R. L. Scales, 
of Beliton, Ga., both of whom ere trying 
to get the courts to decide which has 
been legally elected mayor of that town. 

Beliton ts a little town of one hundred 
or more inhabitants, half of the place 
being in Hall county and the other half 
in Banks county. Last December an etec- 
tion was held for mayor and aldermen, 
and the opposing candidates for mayor 
were R. F. Quillian and R. lL. Scales. 
Only thirty-nine votes were cast in the 
election, Quillian receiving 22 and Scales 
17. Scales at once instituted a contest, 
declaring he had been defeated by frau- 
dulent votes. 

As the election precinct was in Banks 
county, Ordinary Hill, of that county, 
was appealed to to decide the matter. 
Accordingly, he began his investigations, 
but had not progressed far when Scales’ 
attorneys filed. quo warranto proceed~ 
ings against the old mayor and council, 
calling upon them to show cause before 
Judge Kimsey why they should hold over. 
In due time, Judge Kimsey heard the 
case, and he decided that the old mayor 
and council should hold over until their 
successors were elected and qualified. 

Scales’ attorneys appealed to the su- 
preme court, and that tribunal has just 
handed down a decision affirming the de- 
cision of Judge Kimsey., The matter now 
stands just where it did when the quv 
Warranto proceedings were instituted, 
and Ordinary Hill will again take up 
his investigations into the contest. Be- 
fore the case was taken out of his hands 
the first time, it is said that he had 
thrown out 34 of the total 39 votes cast 
in the election on the grounds of ille- 
gality. This left Quillilan with three votes 
and Seales with two. 

Now he will sift the others down, and 
the contest may wind up without leaving 
either Quillian or Scales a vote. In the 
meantime, Colone] C. R. Faulkner, the 
mayor, and his council—G. Hathecock, W. 
L. Barrett, J. T. Buffington and C. M. 
Scoggins—are holding over and draw- 
ing the salaries’ attached to their re- 
spective offices,. which, in this case, are 
exceedingly large, the mayor receiving 
$3 per month, ang the. councilmen $1 
per month, each. 

As it will take Ordinary Hfll some time 
to dispose of the contest, having to 
reach it in its regular order at a regular 
term, and as one or the other sides wiil 
certiorari to a higher court, it matters 
net which way it is decided, it will read- 
ily be seen that the term of the mavor- 
elect will have been ended long before 
the case is finally disposed of by the 
courts; therefore, this is one instance 
in which both litigants will lose.

He referred to 
the free system of banking in vogue 
after the civil war, when banks were 
allowed to issue asset currency redeem- 
able in coin. He referred to the sus- 
pension of every bank from Canada’ to 
Mexico in 1837 in the general distrust 
following President Jackson's successful 
opposition to the United States bank and 
the universal distress that resulted, 
which was repeated in 1857, when_all 
banks again sugpené:d. The pioneer 
bankers, he said, were the embodiment of 


sturdy strength and manliness. Atlanta, - 


he contended, is largely .the product of 
her pioneer banks. 


ATTEMPT TO ASSAULT A GIRL. 


Posse’ Near Winston-Salem Hunting 


for Negro Man. 

Winston-Salem, N. C., June 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—An unknown negro made &n un- 
successful attempt to assault a young 
white girl here today. Miss Jennie Rob- 
ertson, daughter of a respectable citi- 
zens, was returning from a pasture, 
where she had driven cows.

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“Kor moré than forty years we have 
had in operation without éssential or rad- 
ical changes a national system of banks 
with the power of issuing circulating 


notes. The system has well answered all 


expectations and accomplished the pur- 
pose for which it was designed. The 
notes issued have im all respects save one 
been most admirable. No holder of a 
national bank note has ever lost a)dollar 
except by its accidehtal loss or destruc- 
tion, and they have been as free from 
forgeries and counterfeits as is possible 
with any issue of paper currency. It was 
a decided advance and improvement over 
all previous bank note currency to pro- 
vide that the national bank notes should 
be printed and furnished by the federal 
government, and that they should all thus 
be made uniform in design, quality, and 
workmanship and issued under the same 
laws and regulations. Our people have 
become so accustomed to these notes, uni- 
form both in appearance and in value and 
so perfectly reliable, that they will re- 
fuse to consider any change which will 
in any way impair them in these re- 
spects. 

“There has, however, been one vital and 
serious defect in the system since its very 
beginning, and that ig the entire lack of 
any elastiaity in the volume of the cir- 
culation. This was predicted when the 
act was being considered and debated, and 
the prediction was fulfilled soon after the 
establishment of the national system. It 
is an unavoidable défect in any system of 
currency entirely secured by bonds. Such 
a system cannot be made elastic or m 
any way responsive in its volume to the 
factors and conditions which should de- 
termine such volume. Its changes are 
necessarily too slow and complicated by 
too many other considerations, such as 
the price.of bonds, which may have no 
relation whatever to the supply of and 
demand for circulating notes. The advan- 
tages of basing these notes upon United 
States bonds at the time of the passage 
of the bank act were so great that it 
probably was the part of wisdom to waive 
the question of élasticity for the sake of 
the greater advantage. At the present 
time, however, with the experience of 
forty years to guide us, and the neces- 
sity of providing a market for bonds al- 
most removed, it is certainly wise to try 
to make such changes as will introduce 
as much proper elasticity as lg possible, 
if it can be done without in any way 
impairing the good qualities of the notes. 

“In any plans for making this exchange 
it is necessary to utilize the present bond- 
secured curreficy. We should not, if we 
could, attempt now to radically change or 
do away with the present notes. The most 
conservative and practical suggestion 
seems to be to make no change in the 
present bank circulation, but to allow the 
banks to issue in addition to the present 
notes a certain percentage of notes uncov- 
ered by any bond deposit, but against 
which the bahks should be required to 
hold in gold or its equivalent the same 
reserves as against deposits, and at the 
same time to so add to the laws and regu- 
lations in regard to - agen as to pro- 
vide very ample requirements and means 
for redemption and retirement. This re- 
demption machinery can and should be 
made so complete and effective as to lead 
to constant*and. frequent redemption of 
these notes. .It is also part of this plan to 
provide a guarantee fund for the payment 
of alf“these uncovered gold-reserve notes. 
Each bank will be required to pay into 
this fund 5 per cent of jts uncovered notes 
before. they are issued, and this fund ig to 
be maintained by a tax on this circulation. 
The proportion of uncovered gold-resefve 
notes proposed varies from 25 to 80 per 
cent. Fifty per cent could be permitted 
with safety. but 25 is enough to supply a 
considerable element of elasticity, and it 
may be well to begin with the smaller 
amount. 

‘It has been frequently shown, from the 
figures based on the experience of forty 
years, that a comparatively small tax will 
produce a guarantee fund which will 
make every bank note absolutely safe in 
the hands of the holder. No one need ever 
know the name of the bank issueing a 
note cr whether it is solvent or insolvent. 
He may be sure it will be redeemed for its 
full face value in gold or its equivalent. 
These figures have been pubiished so often 
it hardly seems worth while to repeat them 
but there have been so many objections, 
based on the possibility of impairing the 
safety of the notes, that I give some of 
them again. The notes of all national 
banks which have ever failed,amount to 
about twenty million dollars, while the 
banks have paid in taxes on circulation 
over ninety million dollars. If there had 
been no bond security and no assets in the 
banks, these taxes would have paid about 
four and one-half times the amount of all 
the notes of these insolvent banks. For 
the whole period from 1863 to 1901, in- 
clusive, a tax of twenty-two hundredths 
of one per cent (0.22 per cent) on the out- 
standing circulation of all the banks 
would have paid off the notes of all the in- 
solvent banks if there had been no bond 
security and no assets in the banks which 
failed. 

“If, ag the present law provides, the 
notes were a first lien on all the assets, 
c tax of eight-one-thousandths (0.008), or 
ope-one-hundred and twenty-fifth of Il 
rer cent, would have paid ali the notes 
which could not have been paid out of 
the assets. The 5 per cent guarantee 
fund which it is proposed to provide be- 
fore any uncovered notes are issued would 
on this basis pay all the notes above the 
value of the assets of the insolvent ban«x 
for 625 years if the proportion of failures 
remained the same. But, it is argued, 
conditions tray vary, and these figures are 
oased on expertence with entirely dif- 
ferent bank notes. It is not conceivable 
that conditions can so change that these 
most extraordinary margins of safeiy 
will not be ample. The figures are so 
conclusive that the question of the safety 
of the notes in the hands of the public 
muy be taken as established. The small-

‘‘Thene are two general uses for mony 
or currency in our modern business, 
which is so largely based on credits and 
in which comparatively few transactions 
are carried out by the actual use of 
money: ’ 

‘The first is for use as bank reserves 
against depusitg or circulating notes. 

‘“Yhe second ig for the daily current 
cash transactiong and the payment of 
balances. 

“Bank notes should never be used for 
reserves, thelr true use being for cur- 
rent cash business only. Bank reserves 
éheuld be gcld, or some paper certificatcs 
which can be quickly converted into goid. 
As long as the greenbacks are in circula- 
tiun and the United States carries a large 
gvld reserve for their redemption, they 
|may Le considered as practically gold cer- 
titicates and used for reserves. This is 
not a good arrangement, but As long a. 
we kave these legal tender government 
notes in circulation as part of our sys- 
tem, the banks Should be allowed to use 
them for reserve. We may also have ‘o 
contipue to use the silver dollars and the 
silver certificates’ as bank reserves. 
Through the mistakes of our silver legis- 
lation, we have this silver on our hands, 
and the government will for many years 
have to bear the burden of it. Having 
once shouldered it and provided for it, we 
thust make the best of it for the present. 
It will make the silver much better for 
reserves if ccngress, as it should, makes it 
epecificaly redeemable in gold. 

“The gold coin and certificates and the 
clearing house ced#tificates for gold de- 
posited are idéal bank reserves. As soon 
as it can be done, the greenbacks should 
be redeemed and retired, the silver also 
disposed of, and nothing but gold and 


gold certificates used as bank reserves. 
When this-is done, we shall be solidly 
and firmly on a real gold standard basis, 
and our financial ‘system be such as we 
should have to take our proper place 
as the leading commercial nation of the 
world. 

“There is @ more urgent necessity in 
the south for the aid of good banks 
in the development of your resources and 
business than in any other part of the 
country, and you have comparatively 
fewer banks. It is of vital importance 
and value to you that the banks you 
have be given the very best possible fa- 
cilities, and that their power for good 
and their efficiency be increased to the 
highest limits consistent with safety and 
sound banking. Through unfortunate cir- 
cumstances, much of your @develapment 
has been arrested and delayed, but it can 
no longer be held In bounds. The natural 
advantages placed here by Providence 
in your fine soil, splendid climate, your 
mines of coal and mineral wealth, your 
great and valuable forests, your harbors, 
navigable rivers, and water power, have 
not yet been utilized ag they can and 
will be. The loss of the passing gen- 
eration is the opporunity of the present, 
and in no part of the country today are 
such opportunities open for agricultural, 
mining, industrial and commercial de- 
velopments as in the southern states. 
There has never before been‘a time when 
the south offered such great and certain 


and ability. This splendid prospect lies 
open before you and success is assured; 
but it will come more quickly if you 
have’ to aid you all the good facilities 
to which you are entitled, and among 
them of first importance are the best 
improvements in our banking and cur- 
rency systems which can be made.”

This address was followed by a tulk 
from President F. D. Bloodworth. Presi- 
Gent Bloodworth’s address was also along 
the line of a welcome to the members of 
the association and the association’s great 
benefit to Georgia and Georgians.

As the office of our secretary, which has 
been so ably and unselfishly administer- 
ed by Mr. Hillyer, was in Macon, and in 
tlle same place Mr. Plant had so faithful- 
iy been the watch dog of the treasury, 
your committee felt sure that so long as 
these two splendid gentlemen wouid 
consent to serve the association, they 
would receive our unanimous approval by 
reelection, and we therefore suggested in 
our charter that the home office he desiz- 
nated Macon, Ga. 

“The obsolete custom of allowing days 
of grace on paper in Georgia has long 
since been, recognized as one which should 
be abolished. As twenty-seven states 
have by ‘legislative enactment stricken 
this statute from their laws, your execu- 
tive council in {= cooperation with your 
legislative committee, had a, bill intro- 
duced in the last legislature through the 
assistance of Hon. Martin V. Calvin, of 
Augusta, abolishing this custom which 
has long since ceased to be a benefit to 
the borrower and but a bane to the 
tanker. This bill was reported favorably 
vy the committee. on banking, but did not 
come up for final hearing in the house 
cwing to the large number of loca! bills 
to be considered. At the coming sum- 
mer session of the legislature the bill 
will be considered and we believe with 
the active work of the members of this 
association the bill will pass.’’ 

“Your ‘committee congratulates the

by Mills B. Lane, president of the Citi- 
zens bank of Savannah. Mr. Lane did 
not delve into the intricate technicalities 
ef the currency and financial issues dig- 
cussed in New Orleats. Rather he drew 
a vivid picture of certain liquid concoc- 
tions which served to make that meeting 
a memorable occasion. He also asked 
the support of all Georgia bankers in 
making Savannah the meeting place of 
the American Bankers’ Association in 
1904. This report, which was in a clev- 
erly humorous vein, was enthusiastically 
received. 

The report of the treasurer, George H. 
Plant, proved the financial condition of 
the association to be upon an indisputa- 
bly sound foundation. 

The report of the secretary, L. P. Hill- 
yer, was more or less a history of the 
association. A few figures and facts as 
given by Mr. Hillyer are sure to prove 
interesting: 

“On September 14, 1892, pursuant to a 
call made by Mills B. Lane, of Savannah. 
there assembled in the parlors of the 
Lanier house at Macon about fifty bank- 
ers, who organized the Bankers’ Associa- 
tion. This number has increased to 194 
banks. ; 

“T am glad to say that no bank failure 
has occurred among our members since 
our last meeting. Our members are be- 
coming better*® educated in the art of 
banking. We tak@ more interest than 
ever in our association, and the time is 
not far distant when we will be.so well 
posted on all matters pertaining to bank- 
ing through the instrumentality of this 
association, that bank failures in the 
state of Georgia will be as few and as 
far between as there are ugly women 
in the city of Atlanta.’’ 

The address of Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency Willlam B. Ridgely, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., which followed the report of 
Secretary Hillver, gppears in another 
column, 


Important to Bankers. 

J. G. Rhea, of Griffin, Ga., made a re- 
port of fidelity insurance, in which he 
stated that he was glad that corporate 
suretyship has taken the place of indi- 
vidual or personal suretyship, as such a 
condition puts the matter on strictly a 
business basis. He also stated the im- 
portance of honesty and that besides the 
moral obligation every member should 
fee] obligated to conduct the banking 
business in Georgi@ in such a way that 
its reputation for honesty would mean 
the lowest rate of fidelity insurance for 
the Empire State of the South. He 
was also glad to say that her reputa- 
tion today. for honesty was such that 
the rate charged for fidelity insurance 
was among the lowest of any states in 
the union. 

L. C. Hayne, of Augusta, made an in- 
teresting report on burglar insurance. 
Of the ninety-five replies received from 
letters sent out, answers were received 
stating that ninety of the banks were 
fitted with burglar proof safes. Four 
banks carried burglar insurance in ex- 
cess of $10,000; fifteen banks less than 
$10,000 and in excess of %,000, while forty- 
nine carried $5,000 or less. 

There was a great disparity in the 
rates charged owing to equipment, po- 
lice protection and other conditions. The 
highest rate was $10 per annum per $1,000, 
while the lowest was $1.66, with an aver- 
age rate fof $4.50. Only one loss by bur- 
glary was reported by all of the banks, 
and in this.case the insurance was paid 
immediately. 

A telegram of congratulation was re- 
ceived from the Bankers’ Association of 
North Carolina. This was replied to and 
a similar telegram of fraternal friendship 
sent to the Virginia Bankers’ Association, 
which is now in session. 

Upon the motion of Captain John A. 
Davis, of Albany, Comptroller Ridgely 
was given a unanimous vote of thanks 
for his kindness in attending the session 
and his masterly address which must 
rete a feature of this year’s conven- 
tion.

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Education in Georgia. 
The recent commencements of our 
universities and colleges in Georgia, 
the last being that.of the. University 
of Georgia, give us renewed assurance 
that the cause of higher. education is 
not languishing in the state. That 
fact is evidence of another—that the 
people of the state are not being over- 
much affected by the outcry of ultra- 
utilitarians agceinst the classic and 
professional courses of study in our 
higher educational institutions. 
It is altogether too late i.. the day 
of progress to debate whether the col 
lege-pred man has advantages in life 
over the non-collegian that are practi- 
cal and determining upon their ca- 
reers. A leading banker of Atlanta 
remarked a few days ago that he could 
readily distinguish between the effi- 
ciency of the college-trained and non- 
collegian employees of his bank. The 
like testimony comes from all employ- 
ers who have to rely largely upon the 
trained minds and initiative skill of 
those who are their adjutants. 
Georgia has been notable from her 
earliest history for placing a high es- 
timate upon culture. Not merely the 
culture that is embraced in acquiring 
facts and the data of classics and sci- 
ences, but that reai culture which is 
manifest in the skill of the disciplined 
and correctly operating mind of its 
possessor. 

Modernity is making some proper 
and important demands in the way of 
educafional specializations. It is wise 
in our educators and legislators that 
these demands are being taken into 
account and elective courses are being 
established in our higher training in- 
stitutions. In Georgia these demands 
have had a generous response and it is 
possible in some of our city systems 
and in our special schools for men and 
women to prepare for special flelds of 
future endeavor. 

What public opinion, fully enlighten- 
ed, demands in the way of education

The President in Virginia. 

President Roosevelt possesses the 
art of saying gracious and apropos 
things when he wills to avail himself 
of his opportunities to’that end. His 
remarks at the commencement of the 
University of- Virginia on Tuesday 
were of Atiat tenor. In that rare en- 
virongfent, saturated with the symbol- 
igris and survivals of one of the great- 
rest of the world’s statesmen and hav- 
ing for his audience people whose an- 
cestors were the peers of all the no- 
bles of England, he spoke with ac- 
complished tact and a truly admirable 
conservatism. 

Theodore Roosevelt is neither a puz- 
zlier nor an anomaly. His breeding 
and birth endowed him with an un- 
im peachable title as an American. His 
ancestry on either side was good and 
honest, so that he is not a century 
plant of his family, but a real type of 
that composite of bloods that fruits 
with increasing vigor in men and wo- 
men of good impulses and strenuous 
endeavors. 

He is a college-bred man himself, “a 
scholar in politics.” and the only pres- 
ident of the United States born and 
reared and making his political reputa- 
tion in a city. é, 
1° Withal.there is much of the extrem- 
ist in his personal equation. Few 
doubt that he honestly believes that 
his way in public affairs is the right 
and only way, but one of the wisest 
men of the age—we believe, on second 
thought, it was Mr. Roosevelt himself 
—said that “an honestly mistaken 
crank is the most dangerous of lead- 
ers!” 

Our hope is that there is more than 
a perfunctory promise in the speech 
the president made at Chariottesville. 
If he took occasion to regard the ca- 
reer of Jefferson, the monumental 
fountain he erected in the university 
itself, the broadness of his philan- 
thropy and patriotism and the undying 
truth of the political creed he enun- 
ciated in his first inaugural address, 
there is reason to hope that he will 
show a decided profit by his day’s so- 
journ at the university and Monti- 
cello. 

If, indeed, that masterful maxim of 
an equitable democracy, “equal rights 
to all and special privileges. to none,” 
became fixed in his scheme of duty as 
chief magistrate of the nation his fu- 
ture will be scarcely less transformed 
than was Saul’s after the episode on 
the way to Damasctis. 

Mr. Roosevelt is entering upon the 
test of his life—the trial of his princi- 
ples and the gauge of his figure in his- 
tory. Before the end of 1904 the world 
will know whether to write him down 
as politician or as patriot.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
Father John and the Kishinet Mas- 


sacre. 

Editor Constitution: The press dis- 
patches announce today that “Father 
John,” who had a short time ago cursed 
the gentiies of Kishinef for killing the 
Jews, is now apologizing and taking back 
the billingsgate, which at first he had 
poured out on the Christian inhabitants 
of the barbarous city of the south of 
Russia. The reason for “Father John's” 
side stepping is that he had read in the 
papers that the massacre was brought on 
through the fault of the Jews themselves, 
but principally because some benevolent 
persons had sent the bereaved and heart- 
broken Jews some temporal! relief. 

“Father John” seems to playin .tussia 
the part of “Dowie,” only more 80. He 
lives in Cronstadt, which is near St. 
Petersburg, and where no Jew is allow- 
ed to dwell, and p bly he knows as 
much of the Russian Jewish question as 
some of the northern papers know of the 
negro. question. He shows his ‘ack of 
knowledge as well as of wisdom by giving 
credence to the Russian newspapers. 
which, although not all of them anti- 
semitic, are by no means pro-semitic. 
Michael Davitt, an Irish member of the 
British parliament, was sent by The New 
York American to visit the pale of Jewish 
settlement in Russia, and to make an ex- 
haustive report of the massacre. He has 
done his duty faithfully and thoroughly. 
In a cablegram from Berlin, for he could 
not get it through from Russia, he gives 
a most horrible description of the scenes 
in Kishinef and declares: 

1. That it is false, as was reported from 
Russian sources, that the trouble started 
with the Jews ill-treating a Gentile girl at 
a merry-go-round. Mr, Davitt found the 
man in charge of the merry-go-round, 
who is a German by the name of Rein- 
hold Mergert, who declared to him that 
there was not a word of truth in the 
statement of the ill-treatment. 

2. That the instigator of the riot is 
Krushvan, the editor of an anti-semitic 
journal, who for the last four years has 
been writing articles inciting the people 
to murder and rapine of the Jews. 

3. That some time before Easter the 
Jews, hearing a rumor of a probable out- 
break, implored the bishop and the chief 
of the police to help them. Their pett- 
tions were not heeded. 

4, That the riot and murders were, Com- 
mitted by the citizens of Kishinef led by 
symenarists, that is to say, by theologi- 
cal students, on bicycles. 

5. The outrages committed by these 
fiends on men, women and children beggar 
description, and surpass in cruelty the 
darkest deeds of Nero. Two things should 
ve noted. The police were patrolling the 
streets all that time, and acted as if pro- 
tecting the murderers and ravishers in- 
stead of those who were thus mercilessly 
treated. The other incident to be noted 
is that the same bishop of Kishinef was 
during the riot driving by with a noble- 
man to some reception, and seeing the 
multitude, extended his episcopal hand 
and gave the murderous crowd his ben- 
ediction. 

It is just possible that the reparted 
“side stepping’ of the “‘Father John’’ may 
be one of those unreliable reports of the 
Russian press, and that ‘‘Father John” 
had really not made the statement attrib- 
uted to him by the St. Petersburg new 
anti-semitic paper. If the recantation at- 
tributed to him is, however, genuine, the 
old man is either deluded or is himself 
a delusion.

PEONAGE CASES IN ALABAMA. 


Vigorous Prosecution Ordered by the 
Attorney General. 
Washington, June 17.—United States At- 
torney Reese, of Montgomery, Ala., was 
at the department of justice today, in re- 
sponse to a request from Attorney General 
Knox, who wished to conftr with him in 
regard to the progress of the prosecutions 

of persons in that state for peonage. 

-Although the attorney general is not 
disposed to discuss, for publication, the 
status of the cases in which prosecutions 
have been begun, or the extent of the 
peonage system in Alabama, it is known 
that a large number of cases are under 
investigation and that in addition to the 


. arrests already made, it is exp&cted that 


warrants will soon be tssued for a still 
larger number. It is said that the system 
is not in operation to any considerable 
extent near the cities and large towns, 
but that in some of the more sparsely 
settled sections it is quite common. 

The officials of the department of justice 
are determined to déstroy it and to that 
end every discovered case will be vigor- 
ously prosecuted.

GREAT BANKS TO BE MERGED. 


Western National and Bank of Com- 


merce To Be Consolidated. 

New York. June 17.—Details of the 
deal by which it Is proposed to merge 
the Western National Bank of the United 
States, of Naw York, into the National 
Banks of Commerce were made public 
today. Under the plan the stock of the 
Bank of Commerce will be increased 
from $10,000,000 to $25,000,000 by the issu- 
ance of $150,000 additional shares, 126,000 
of which will be used to acquire the 
Western national after that bank has 
increased its capital to $12,500,000. 

Following the acquisition of the West- 
ern national; a dividend of at least 30 
per cent will be paid to holders of the 
Bank of Commerce stock. Twenty-five 
thousand shares of the new stock will 
be offered to the Bank of Commerce 
shareholders at $140 per share.

Baccalaureate Address by Dr. John 
H. Finley, of College of New 
York City—Delivery of 
Diplomas to Gradu- 
ating Class. 


Athens, Ga., June 17.—(Specia)].)—Dr. 
John H. Finley, of Princeton, N. J., re- 
cently chosen as the president of the 
College of the City of New York, de- 
livered the baccalaureate address at the 
University of Georgia today, in the pres- 
ence of a cultured audience that filled 
the university chapel to its utmost ca- 
pacity. The address was. received with 
splendid enthusiasm, and Dr. Finley was 
given an ovation by his hearers. 

In his opening remarks he bore fo the 
assembled audience a sisterly greeting of 
Princeton University and a very cordial 
salutation of its president, Dr. Woodrow 
Wilson, himself a native of Georgia. He 
spoke also of Professor Stockton Axson, 
of Princeton, himself a graduate of the 
University of Georgia and one of the 


most beloved of all the members of the | 
| persist. 


Princeton faculty. His reference in his 
opening remarks to his friends and neigh- 
bors ex-President Grover Cleveland and 
Dr. Henry Van Dyke, elecited much ap- 
plause. : 


Address of Dr. Finley. 
Leading up to the main thought of the 


address Dr. Finley addressed himself to 


the important part played in the devel- 
opment of the world’s history by the 
people of European descent, inhabiting 
the temperate zones, and of the duty 
of those people to extend their influence 
and civilization to the less favored peo- 


ple of the tropics. He spoke to the young 
men of the graduating class in terms 
of analogy to their forefathers who were 
immigrants from Europe to this country, 
whose facilities and advantages were then 
unknown, but in which their children 
have achieved monumehtal success. He 
told the young men that they, too, in 
their graduating hour occupied the po- 
Sition of immigrants, immigrants into a 
land of thought and endeavor, in which, 
serge J to their courage. perseverence 
and devotion to -right, they were to 
achieve the success of the future. It fs 
a beautiful land; it flows with milk and 
honey. The giants of greed, - however, 
abide therein. There are great cities 
there, but after many years of spying 
of the land I am quite sure that we 
shall be able to overcome it. Men will 
bring evil reports of this land, but as 
Sure as there is a benign Father, so cer- 
tainly shall we overcome. The malign 
forces are ‘not so great as they seem to 
cowardly hearts and walled. cities are 
not impregnable to virtue. 

“(Let me recount to you a visit to the 
city of Pittsburg, how I passed by flam- 
ing coke ovans, acres of factories, the 
smoke of ten thousand chimneys and the 
noise of engines, into the very heart of. 
the city amid the din of business, whe 
above and through the smoke there ae 
denly sounded the voice of a mighty bell, 
the Angelus of the town, above the babel 
of mills, above the struggle of the people, 
reminding the busy begrimed inhabitants 
that there is something above, ever with- 
in the reach of duty and toil, a voice 
bringing into harmony what would else 
be a discordant jangle of hope and de- 
spair. I heard sounding sonorous above 
the voices of the great city, a voice 
which speaks a language understood by 
all ears, a voice which is as the cloven 
tongues descending at Penticost, through 
which Latin, Slav and Saxon hear and 
are heard in their purest and highest 
purposes and desires, a voice, which 
speaking, singing, ringing the truth 
threugh an honest life is the world’s 
noblest music and sounding in every com- 
munity above its envy and avarice and 
felfishness makesga chime of harmony 
which encircles the earth with songs as 
of the invisible choir. 

“But it makes less difference after all 
what this great continent of life is now 
and what is under it, than with what 
spirit and purpose you turn your faces 
toward its hills and valleys with their 
resources and its inland seas, with their 
beauty and their tempering, refreshing 
waters, and toward the people who al- 
ready dwell in it. It might better be but 
an arid desert, or a sterile hiliside of 
rock if you enter it only with sordid 
purpose or with evil intent. It might 
even be a desert if you come wtih noble 
purpose and high intent, for it will blos- 
som as the rose. 

“Giants of evil are there. There is no 
mistaking this. But ghey are interror 
of an honest purpose, of an untainted 
conscience, of an undaunted spirit and 
of a moral courage, which is only afraid 
to do what is mean or vile. And if 
you come jn with tnese it matters not 
how meager your tangible possessions 
are or how ample; it matters not whether 
you have come up from bondage or are 
descended from kings. You are rich if 
you have these; you are a beggar if you 
have them not. Without them you may 
pérhaps have passed the imigration bu- 
reau, you may get your passpom, your 
degree; you may have met the formal 
requirements, but without these you are 
as a pauper in a land which needs the 
labor ot your brain or your hand, With 
or without them you are an heir of the 
past, but without them you cannot be 
heir to any of the future, a possessor of 
even the smallest strip of that great 
realm of. life which stretches before you 
toward the line where the sky and earth 
meet, cannot be a freeholder in the state

in its peril and in its needs of what a 
trained mind and sound body’and a pure 
heart have to give.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 17.—A most irregular 
market in Liverpool, fluctuating rapidly 
with little Gemand from spinners. Man- 
chester reports the markets for cloth as 
paralyzed because of the wild market for 
cotton here. The market opened steady 
at 10 to 13 points advance to break below 
last evening’s prices on selling orders from 
the south apparently as hedges against 
their crop. It is many years since the op- 
portunity was presented to sell at least a 
portion of their crop at 10c. Weather in 
the south is much better for the growing 
crop; in fact, quite the best of the season. 
July has ben in supply here against pur- 
chases of September, after the break in 
that delivery. In short, there has been 
more new crop cotton for sale from what 
would be called legitimate sources than 
for many weeks. Market was slightly bet- 
ter at the close on strength in August, but 
offered afterwards below the last qyota- 
tions. Weather conditions good. The spot 
market was quiet at 10 points advance. 


Weil Bro.’s Crop Letter. 


Opelika, Ala., June 17.—Weather during 
the first week in June was quite favor- 
able; during this period the cotton crop 
made considerable headway. The second 
week cf June, however, brought with it 
rains and cool weather; this was not 
wanted and proved detrimental to the de- 
velopment of the plant, at the same time 
interfering with cultivation, of which the 
plent at this time stands in dire need 

Yesterday and today the weather is 
again normal. Compared with last season, 
the crop now seems to be four weeks late. 
On an average with other seasons, fully 
two weeks late. The replanted cotton is 
doing comparatively better than the early 
planting. The most adverse features of 
the crop, as it now stands. are the small- 
ness of the plant, the grassiness of the 
fields in many localities, and consequent 
slow development or improvement. With 
all this we receive reports from southern 
Georgia and Alabama that the crop is do- 
ing finely and making headway, and from 
Macon, Ga., that considerable new cotton 
will be had there the first part of Sep- 
tember 

The grassiness of the flelds, owing to the 
scarcity of labor, is now more apparent, 
and more complgined of than ever, but 
once the crops are clean, favorable weath- 
er will work magic changes, and with 
increased acreage we may hope for condi- 
tions quite different from what the present 
— reports would lead one to ex- 
pect.

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RADICALS LOSE 
TO SOCIALISTS 


Analysis of the Result of 
the Elections in Ger- © 
many. 


Berlin, June 17.—The socialists’ victory 
at the reichstag election yesterday was 
largely at the expense of the two radical 
parties, who voted as the socialists dia | 
in the last reichstag on the tariff, mili- 
tary and naval affairs. Hence on these 
questions the new house is not distinctly 
different from the old one. 

The official returns from 330 constituen- 
cles are: 

Socialists, 53; center party, 60; conserva- 
tives, 21; free conservatives. 4; national 
liberals, 6; other factions, 27. Total of 
members elected, 161. 

’ Second elections are required in 169 con- 
stituencies. 

The failure of either of.the radical par- 
ties to get a single seat does not mean 
that they will not get a number of mem- 
bers at the second elections, as then their 
candidates will be supported by all the 
anti-socialist parties. 

The most striking result of the elections 
aside from the socialists’ gain are the 
losses of the two radical factions and 
the disappearance of the members of the 
Agrarian league. The latter, with four 
members in the present house, failed to 
reelect any of them. Dr. Oertel, editor of 
The Agrarian Tages Zeitung, secures a re- 
ballot at Freiborg, Saxony, with every 
prospect that the socialists will defeat 
him. Herr Hahn, the president of the 
league, and Dr. Roesicke, its vice presi- 
dent, are retired. The Barth radicals only 
secured 11 reballots, against 14 seats which 
they held. 

The Richter radicals get 22 rehbalriots, 
against 32 seats which they held. Dr. 
Barth gets a reballot in the Koeslin dis- 
trict, with the apparently certain pros- 
pect; of beating the conservative candi- 
date through socialist assistance. 

Herr Richter must submit to a rebal- 
lot in the Hagen district, where the so- 
clalist candidate leads by 3,30 votes, but 
Herr Richter will win through nationat 
liberal and center party votes. The na- 
tional liberals elect five, against seven 
members in 1898, and get 56 rebaTiots, 
against 48 seats which they held. 

The center party apparently holds its 
own. It has elected 68 members so far as 
reported, but 44 districts which have not 
yet been heard from will increase tlie 
number considerably. 

Prince Herbert Bismarck failed to he 
elected and must undergo a revote against 
a socialist.

New York, June 17.—Today’s opera- 
tions in stocks were made up almost 
wholly of professional operations of a 
testing character. These seemed to dem- 
onstrate to the satisfaction of the testers 
that stock for sale was to be met on 
advances and that the offering down of 
prices did not promise large’ success in 
dislodging selling orders. The conse- 
quence was a progressiye dullness in the 
trading and sluggishness in fluctuations 
in prices. This agrees with the general 
expectation of the most experienced ob- 
servers, who saw in the sudden rally of 
last Thursday the natural course follow- 
ing a culmination of the long decline 
and leaving a large short interest un- 
covered after the urgent liquidation had 
been completed. With the satisfaction 
of this short interest prices halted and 
then declined, but without getting back 
to the low level of last Wednesday, al- 
though they were near it yesterday morn- 
ing. Pennsylvania was made the leader 
of the market and was lifted at one time 
more than 2 points, The movement in the 
stock seemed to be due to organized ef- 
forts and was attributed to the rate at 
which subscriptions are being made by 
gtockholders for the new stock. It is 
reported that in many cases stockhoudcrs 
are paying their subscriptions in full, al- 
though the requirement is for the pay- 
ment of only a 50 per cent installment, 
and the time for its payment extends to 
June 27. The settlement of the members 
of the anthracite conciliation board also 
helped Pennsylvania ag it did the coalers, 
notably Reading, A reactionary tendency 
in the grain and cotton markets was 4 
favoring factor, and was especially ef- 
fective in Atchison. Missouri Pacific's 
statement of net earnings for April, 
showing an increase of some 4 per cent 
over those of the precene April, helped 
the southwesterns.
